1993 was banner tourism 
year at Beach, but visitors 
still need more to do here 



1 994 objectives 
include Increasing 
hotel occupancy

The 1993 Virginia Beach tourism 
season was good, but to keep up 
witii competing resorts, Virginia 
Beach needs mv^re things for the 
tourists to do when they have had 
enough (rf^ the beach and sand ' 

That was the message delivered 
by James Ricketts, city tourism di- 
rector, and the city's advertising 
agency. Barker, Campl>ell and 
Farley, at a recent council work 
session. 

The competition is developing 
new attractions, Ricketts said. 
Myrtle Beach has its convention 
ceata, while Ocean City, Md. has 
many golf courses. 

Popular activities at other 



beaches are gambling, ^o|^ing at 
large outlet ntalls and dinner theater 
visits. 

The 1994 marketing objectives 
are to increase Virginia Beach's an- 
nual hotel occupancy to 62 percent 
(from 59 percent) and increase 
summer occupancy to 83 percent 
(from 82 percent). 

The city also wants to "im[»ove 
the quality of the visitor" — get- 
ting those who spend more, expand- 
ing the season and extending the 
stay beyond 4.6 nights. 

Still, the tourism people are 
happy with the 1993 year. 

Inquiries were up 35 percent, 
while hotel, restaurant, amusement 
and retail sales receipts reached 
record levels. Summer visitation 
surpass^ all i^evious years and 
room nights occupied city witk in- 
creased 4 percent to 2,162,928. 

TTic "quality of die visitor" did 
improve in 1993 widi an average 
expenditure per party of $963, 
compared to $891 in 1992. 



Inmcations that tourists plan to 
visit again in two years are up to 
68.4 percent from 58.5 percent in 
1992. 

The city, which has traditionally 
aimed its advertising at the middle 
states and Canada, will make a 
pitch for more southern visitors 
this year. 

Mayw Meyera Obemdorf also 
suggested the Tourian Department 
woric with airlines to have nKHe di- 
rect flights from majw population 
centers to this area. Airlines are not 
pricing competitive trips to this 
area, she said. 

Ricketts said the city has to get 
beyond the traditional markets. In 
answer to a query from coun- 
cilmember Linwood Branch, 
Ricketts said planned cable advertis- 
ing should reach new markets. 

The city is also entering coopera- 
tive advertising with the state and 
oAer attractions and is trying to 
come up with a promotion of at- 
tractions in Hampton Roads.

Commemorating the 387th an- 
niversary of the landing of the 
flrst permanent English settlers 
on the shores of the present 
United Stales, a pilgrimage spoa- 
sored by the Order of Ci^ 1607 
will take place at 3 p.m. Sunday, 
i^vil 17 at Fort Stcvy. 

The public, as well as friends 
of the (»der, are invited to partic- 
ipate in this annual event, which 
is always observed on a Sunday 
nearest the dale of entry into 
Chesapeake Bay. 

Leaving England in December 
1606, the o(xupants of the three 
ships in which they sailed did not 
step adiore until April 26, 1607, 
where they set up a wooden 
, cross, gave thanks to God, and 
^ named the site "Cape Henry" in 
honor of the eldest son of James 
I. 

With the foundation of the 
Order of Cape Henry 1607 in 
1920, a pilgrimage has been held 
each year at the aiqnoximate site 
of the first landing, excepting the 
war years, when the area was not 
accessible other than to the mili- 
tary. 



Past participants have included 
U.S. {residents, {nelates, states- 
men and dignitaries from alnxnd; 
national and local proclamaticHis 
have hailed the event; and, histo- 
rians have saluted the significant 
of the day. 

The focal point of the pilgrim- 
age is a massive granite cross 
given by the Daughters of the 
American Colonists in 1935.

The Aq)halt Roofing Manufac- 
tures Associtfion has Uie follow- 
ing recommendations when deal- 
ing with contractus: 

■ Check the candidates qualifi- 
cations ami references.

Are they 
insured? 

■ Get several estimates. Don't 
base a decision on price atone. A 
contractor could bid low just to 
get the job ukI then use a lesser 
quality material. Make sure all 
contractus are bidding on the ba- 
sis of the same plans, materials 
and quality of woriananship. 

■ Be sure the contract spec\- 
fles the work to be done, materi- 
als to be used, the start and ccm- 
pletion dirtes, insurance coverage 
and any warranties oi conditions 
under which changes are to be 
handled or the contract termi- 
nated. 

■ Once the contract is signed, 
find out who the crew leader is 
and ask any questions of him.

The Strawberry Begonia, Saxifraga 
satrmentos9, isan oM-dmehousei^ant 
that is becoming a popular poennial 
ground covct. 

It receives its name from its com- 
pact rosette of begonia-like leaves 
that sends out

bling a straw- 
berry. It has a 
long flowering 
season, from 
si»ing to fall, 
with lacy clus- 
ters of pink w 
whitpftowras. 
The Straw- 
berry Begonia 
qneadsquickly 
when given suf- 
flcientmcMsture 
and when full 
^___^_^^^ established, it 
fcMms a. dense, 
tow mass. Plant in cool, moist, shaded 
conditions well after the last fxosi. 

It is at home under trees, atong 
paths, between rocks, ffiid can be used 

fot terim^ plantings where its run- 
ners can trail freely. This plant also 
can get by with a minimum amount 
of soil, so it can easily be tucked into 
small spaces at the base of walls ot 
crevices. 

This plant grows well in the cooler 
climates of Virginia, but does need 
protection when degrees F tem- 
peratures occur. It is a tow-mainte- 
nance plant, requiring only the re- - 
moval of dead flowers. 

It dies back to the roots in winter, 
making room for new growth in the 
spring. Strawberry Begonias can be 
propagated from seed, division oc by 
rooting the trailing rosettes.

Simulator travels to area high schools to teach lessons

The drunk driving simulator is 
a car like no other. 

A specially-equqiped 1995 
Dodge^lymouth Neon is pro- 
grammed with the student driver's 
weight and a hypolhetkal num- 
ber of drinks. 

As a result, steering and brak- 
ing resfnnses are delayed, pro- 
duchg an effect simitar to the 
stowed mental aid physkal re- 
sponse abilities of a driver undn 
the influence (rf* ak»hol.

Virginia Beach City Council, in 
an effot to get mae iqiecific replies 
to questions raised about the 
Exceptional Waterway designation 
proposed for the North Landing 
River, has directed City Manager 
James K. Spcne to write to state of- 
fkials for furtha clarification. 

The Southeastern Association for 
Virginia's Environment (SAVE) 
ar.d (he Audubon Society submitted 
a petition in 1992 to the State 
Water Control Board to have the 
Nwth Landing River and its major 
tributaries designated an 
"Exceptkxial Waterway." 

At the time, some members of 
city council expressed fears that the 
limitations on run-off imposed with 
the designation would hamper de- 
vetopment. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne reiterated the same con- 
cerns in a March 30 letter to 
Rebecca Norton Dunlop, secretary 
of natural resources. 

Following the Tuesday meeting, 
however, Barbara Henley, SAVE 
pr^ident at the time, said the 2^^)11- 
catkm has been placed on hold until 
Dunl(^, the new secretary, has re- 
solved all the concerns. 

In addition, the area included in 
the petition has been dropped back 
to Indian River Road, thus avoiding 



all the transition areas designated 
for (fevelcqxnent south of the Green 
Line. 

She said that the regulations are 
simply to avoid having a waste wa- 
ter treatment plant on the river 
banks. 

Virginia Beadi has raised wwst- 
case scenoios. delinealed in a letter 
from Planning Director Robert 
Scou to Robert G. Burnley, deputy 
executive director for opmtions c^ 
the Virginia Department of 
Environmoital Quality. 

Henley, a former Pungo coun- 
cilmemter. is again a candidate f(s 
the seat now held by Lanteigne, 
who is not running fw re-election. 

In his letter, Lanteigne said that 
while in theory devetopmoit wouM 
not be prohibited under the 
Exceptional Waters regulatitms, the 
"economic reality is that develc^ 
ment would not be viable if 100 
percent of the stormwater runoff^ 
generated from new or expanded 
impervious surfaces must be re- 
tained on-site or conveyed to a dif- 
ferent water body." 

Mary Heinricht. an environmen- 
tal consultant, pointed out, how- 
ever, that the regulations are no 
stricter than the city's own storm 
water management ordinance, whkh 
requires on-site retention ponds. 

She also attributed some of the 
delay in receiving responses to 
changes in organization at the state 
level. 

She said seven departments had 
been combined into one (the 
Deparunent of Environmental 
Quality); the administration had 
been changed, and major cutbacks 



were made. She said five major 
laws are in existence with no stan- 
dards. 

Henley said SAVE and Audubon 
are relying on the Southern 
Environmental Law Center in 
Charlottesville f(» information. 

Heinricht stated all the law says 
is that there would be no increase in 
the direct discharge, which means 
piping directly into the river. 

Lanteigne's references to an im- 
pact on the Master Jet Base at 
Oceana from the designation stan- 
dards is seen as unfortunate by 
Henley. 

Lanteigne, in his letter, said the 
base may have to facilitate expan- 
sion of a main runway at Oceana to 
avoid closure of the base and that 
the expansions of the runways 
would result in an increased volume 
of treated stormwater to the North 
Landing River and its majw tribu- 
taries. 

Henley said it was "most unfor- 
tunate to create a rumor (such as 
this). Oceana doesn't evoi border on 
the creeks." 

She added there was no chance an 
expansion at Oceana could impact 
the river and that suggesting this 
was a "dangerous ploy to puU." 

Lanteigne also asked wWho- the 
regulations would affect the planned 
expansion of a school or the plans 
ior a race track on property whk;h 
adjoins a nominated tributary to the 
North Landing River. 

The state has not yet released def- 
initions, Henley said, adding she 
thought state officials were con- 
fused by what the city is asking.

A Crying Shame 

. As a parent, few things tug at the heartstring more than to 
have your child running to you with tears in his or her eyes 
from a "boo-boo." 

As a parent, few things will soften the heart more than to 
creep into your children's room at night and watch them sleep 
the sleep of innocence. 

As a parent, few things can touch the wonder and awe that 
comes fh)m watching the birth of your child. 

As a parent, few things come close to the sweet smell of 
your child after a bath. 

As a parent, few things match being a parent, a parent in love 
with their child. Many people have become hardened to the 
sights of war, the shenanigans o^ politicians and other "bad" 
things happening around the world. 

But as callous as we've become, as a parent, few things can 
bring the astonishment that comes when we read, see or hear 
about children being killed or injured because they were "bad." 

As a parent, we cannot understand how another parent can 
physically abuse the ones who bring us so much joy and, yes, 
at times, even heartache and aggravation. 

Yet almost daily, newspapers and television stations report 
extreme cases of child abuse: a mother scalds her child with 
boiling water because the child spilled milk; a father picks up 
his infant child and shakes him to stop the crying — shaking 
him so hard that death occurs from the child's brain being 
rattled and beaten inside the skull — now called Shaken Baby 
Syndrome. The list, unfortunately, goes on and on. 

April is National Child Abuse Prevention Month. One ac- 
tivity that everyone can become involved in, and visually 
recognize, is the Blue Ribbon Campaign. People are asked to 
wear a blue ribbon as a reminder of child abuse. 

We've alj^seen child abuse occur. Some of us might even be 
guilty, at times, of child abuse. Abuse does not necessarily 
result in physical injury or death. Mental abuse is also very 
common. Abuse, in any form, is still abuse. 

The dictionary defines abuse as "to use wrongly or im- 
properly; to treat, in a harmful, injurious, or offensive way; to 
speak insultingly, harshly and unjustly to or about." The 
dictionary lists several other definitions but the one that 
probably speaks best about abuse is "a con;upt or improper 
practice." 

The dictionary (The Random House College Dictionary) also 
says diat "abuse implies an outburst of harsh and scathing 
words against anotiier (often one who is defenseless)." 

And what or who can be more defenseless than a child? As 
infants, they rely on parents for literally every need. As toddlers 
they look to parents for leaning and guidance, often imitating 
everything we do. 

A parent never stops being one, no matter how old our 
children become. And while parents cannot protect their 
children forever, it is their responsibility to ensure that their 
children arrive at adulthood intact — both physically and 
mentally. — J.W.B.

Ashton Williamson, Jr., this distinct 
seal depicts the Cape Hairy Light- 
house and the first landing aoss on a 
amlit beach surrounded by an inner 
ring of strawberry leaves and outer 
ring of leiq}ing mvlins. 

Thus, it symbolizes the first land- 
ing of setders on diis nttion's soil, 
theflrstfederally-fundedlighthouse, 
the importance of land fw agricul- 
ture and water for fi^ng, boating 
and swimming — important to tour- 
ism. 

On Jan. 1 , 1963, at the first formal 
council meeting aflier the merger, 
this seal was (rfllcially adopted as the 
city seal. Then, a maho^my |daque 
widi a bronze teplka of the official 
seal, cast by Navy men aboard the 
USS AmpldoH, was presented to 
Mayor Frank A. Dusch. 

Today, this plaque hangs in the 
lobby of City Hall, a reminder of the 
spirit of continuing good will and 
cocqieration between the city and the 
Navy. 

Seals and signatures are importait 
in business and law. 

A seal is any impression, device, 
sign or mark given by statute law or 
by American kxal custom recognized 
by judKial decision. To affix a seal is 
to authoiticate or ratify. 

Strangely, no guidelines exist for 
use of our city seal. Some time ago, I 
questioned the appnqxiateness of 
placing the seal on the back page of a 
program and at the bottom — like an 
afterthought. 

The undated "Guide To City Gov- 
OTunoit" does contain this statement: 
"Papet issued with mumcipt*! author- 
ity andAH- requiring the seal of die 
city must have this seal afflxed to be 
vaUd."

The m^or is elected to a four-year 
term through direct election.

The mayor has no veto power mi, 
like all council members, has one 
vole on matters teought before die 
legislative body. 

The vice mayor is elected by city 
council at die first July meeting fol- 
towing a councilmanic election. The 
vke mayor is charged widi carrying 
out the duties of die mayor in my 
absence. 

I began my career in puUic service 
as a monber of die Virginia Beach 
Public Litxary Board.

With the foundatbn of the Order 
of Ci^ Henry 1607 in 1920, a pU- 
grimage has heat held each year at 
the approximate site of the flrst 
landing, excqH during the war years 
(when the area was accessible only 
to the military). 

The focal point of the pilgrimage 
is a massive granite cross erected by 
the Daughters of the American 
Colmiists in 193S. 

The Order of Cape Henry 1607 
will lay a large blue and gold floral 
wreath at the foot of the cross Afnil 
17. Mrs. Robert Lane Gordon, a 
20-year resident of Virginia Beach 
and now the national chairman of 
the Cape Henry Commemoration 
Committee, will officiate at the 
wreath laying.

Bees work on flowering plants, 
including many vegetables, trees and 
shnd>s. Non-flowaing vegetation can 
be treated whenever bees are not ac- 
tive. Try watering your garden IS 
minutes or so befcxe ^>plying pesti- 
cides to discourage bee activity while 
chemicals are being appUed.

Gardenns need to plan the plant- 
ing around the approximate time of 
the last killing Erc^t of the spring. 

As a general rule, cool-season 
crops should be planed four to six 
weeks befcMe the last killing firost 
and the warm-season vegetables, af- 
ter all danger of frost has passed, 
said Virginia Tech Extension home 
hCMliculturist Diane Relf.

Radiant floor heating has been 
around for many years. But it has 
only been in recent years, with the 
development of new materials and 
techniques, that the concept has 
won new respect and acceptance be- 
cause of improved dependalMlity and 
broader applications. 

Heat from radiant floor systems 
is exceptionally comfortable. The 
reason is that the floor itself be- 
comes a radiator. 

Room temperatures are always 
naturally cooler at flow level, be- 
cause of the tendency of heat to 
rise, giving people cause to com- 
plain about "cold feet" 

Heat that radiates finom the floor 
greatly adds to human comfort. 
Heating the floor directly (as well 
as the feet), not just the air around 
it also increases fuel efficiency, al- 
lowing substantial reductions in 
boiler size. 

There are two basic tubing instal- 
lation techniques being used in radi- 
ant floor heating systems, according 
to the Better Heating-Cooling 



Council. 

In the so-called dry systems, tub- 
ing is sandwiched between alu- 
minum or metal heat transfer plates 
to accomplish the iffopo' heat trans- 
fer from the pipe to the floor cm- 
wall building materials. 

This techniqiK is applied mostly 
to wood frame construction and 
retrofit ai^lications. 

The solution is radi- 
ant floor heating, 
which can be in- 
stalled in either wood 
floor or concrete slab 
systems. Both types 
can provide heating 
comfort. 



The system has the advantage of 
a quicker system le^nse and easier 
control due to the lower mass in 
this type of system construction. 

The wet system encases the tub- 
ing directly in concrete or gypsum 
concrete aggregates using the slab 
as a giant radiator. 

This method is common for slab 
or grade applications and 
lightweight concrete over wooden 
subfloor systems. 

Radiant floor heating systems can 
be used in new homes, in room ad- 
ditions or to replace an existing 
heating system.

Don't blame ants for lack of grass 



If you see a large family of ants 
having a picnic on a bare spot in 
the lawn, don't blame the ants fOT 
the lack of grass. 

It is actually the reverse, says Jef- 
fery Hahn, entomology educator 
with the University of Minnesota's 
Extension Service. 

He says ants tend to nest where 
the grass is sparse. 
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You do not have to worry about 
the ants making the bare spot en- 
larged nor do you have to resort to 
chemicals unless you plan to have 
peq)le picnic on the spot 

If you can get grass to grown in 
the bald area, the ants will move 
their next to another uninhabited 
area. 
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When renewing your landscape design, consider the view 
from the outside. Living plants, trees, shrubs provide 
efficient and attractive sight screens that benefit both you 
and your neighbors. 

Consider space when 
redesigning landscape 



Whether your home's landscape 
is new enough to need designing 
w old enough ta remodeling, the 
American Association of 
Nurserymen has some basic con- 
siderations to help you discover 
the pleasure of plants in your sur- 
rounds. ( 

Consider these possibilities as 
you |dan your outdoor spaces: 

■ Decide what you want to 
keep. You may not choose to 
remove some existing trees or 
shrubs, rocks or hillocks because 
they may contribute interest to 
the new design. 

On the other hand, some famil- 
iar old trees and shrubs in the 
wrong place and of the wrong 
size will just have to go. 

■ Be mindful of the view from 
your home. Remember, you're 
designing the landscape for your 
enjoyment, so make sure the ^- 
sign plan includes views you'll 
enjoy from indoors. 

For instance, the area just out- 
side the kitchen ot dining room is 
an obvious pl{u;e for outdoor 
cooking. The patio, an excellent 
spot for entertaining, can open 
off a living area. 

An exterior (k)or off a bedroom 
might lead to a private, enclosed 



garden. Put flower beds outside 
the windows of the rooms you 
muse most often. 

■ Consider the view from the 
outside: it's equally important 
Living plants — trees, shrubs, 
hedges — provide efficient and at- 
tractive sight screens that benefit 
Iwth you and your neighbors. 

The hide unsightly views such 
as trash cans, air conditioning 
units and compost piles. And 
they make your family life inside 
the house m(»e private by screen- 
ing it from your neighbrn's ob- 
servations. 

You can achieve the best re- 
sults with little added expense by 
having a professional design and 
install your landscape, But if you 
prefer to undertake the project 
yourself, begin by taking 
"befcMre" pictures of your land- 
scape.

Proper thinning of piants helps growth 



It seems a shame, but seedlings 
must be thinned out in order for the 
plant to produce well. 

"Pull out some of the seedlings 
while they are still small," said Di- 
ane Relf, Virginia Tech Extension 
home horticulturist. 

Small plants, though somewhat 
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difficult to get a hold of, are easier 
to work with than when the plant 
gets too large. 

When the gardener tries to pull 
out a large plant, the roots of 
nearby plants are often damaged. 

"Plants have to be thinned to al- 
low room to grow," said Relf. "The 
crop will be crowded and not de- 
velop if the plants are too ck)se to- 
gether." 

Often directions on seed packages 
recommend the amount of space be- 
tween plants. 
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Watering wisely Involves 
more tlian turning on hose 



It hi^qiens every summer after a 
few days without rain. 
' Up and down the neighboriiood, 
homeowners get out their garden 
hoses and begin spraying watn over 
the breadth of their lawns. 

Everyone wants his lawn to stay 
lush and vibrantly green, said David 
Chalmers, turfpass specialist with 
Virginia Co(q)erative Extension at . 
Virginia Tech. And since water 
makes up 75 percent to 85 percoit 
of the weight of healthy turfgrass, 
it's no surprise that when the 
weather gets dry, so does the lawn. 

But watering wisely involves 
mem than just turning on the hose 
when the grass looks dry. 

An inch of water spread over an 
acre of grass is equal to 27,154 gal- 
lons — no small amount, espe- 
cially when water is restricted dur- 
ing mort severe droughts. 

To effectively use every drop, 
Chalmns offers the following tips: 

■ Water only to the depth of the 
root system. 

■ Water your lawn infrequently, 
but when you do, water it a lot. 
Deep and infrequoit watering will 
maintain a healthy root system and 
reduce weeds better than light, fre- 
quent watering. Application of one 
inch of water per week is a standard 



recommendation on the amount of 
warn' to appiy in the absence of any 
appreciaMe rainfall. 

■ Water when wind and sun are 
at a minimum to reduce evi^ra- 
tion. Night watering certainly 
meets those criteria, but may in- 
crease fimgal diseases. Early nam- 
ing (between 5 a.m. and 8 a.m.) is 
a good compromise. 

■ Raise the blade on your lawn 
mower so that the grass stays 
higher. This increases the depth of 
the root system fuid keeps the soil 
shaded, which reduces the amount 
of water lost to evqxxation. 

■ Keep in mind that newly es- 
taUished turfs will require more fre- 
quent watering. 

■ Make sure you don't waste 
water by iq>raying it on sidewalks, 
driveways or roads. 

■ If the type of turf you have in 
your lawn isn't drought-resistant, 
consider planting one that is. Tlwre 
are many new tuif-type varieties of 
tall fescue to choose fnnn that per- 
sist well in periods of limited mois- 
ture. 

■ Do not "over-manage" your 
lawn with excessive nitrogen fertil- 
ity. A turf that is too ludi will re- 
quire more water than that is mod- 
erately managed.

"New wood needs to be treated 
right from the start, and that's true 
of pressure-treated lumber, too," 
said Joe Downey, director of mar- 
keting fw numufacturer of products 
for decks.

New teaves are beginning to ap- 
pear on the trees, and flowers are in 
bloom.

Motorists might enjoy telling 
tall tales about potholes, but pot- 
holes are no laughing matto' to the 
Virginia Department of 
Transportation (VDOT).

Joe Russell, hif^way administra- 
tor in Virginia Beach, said his de- 
partment tries to guarantee a 72t 
hour tum-aiDund time. 

"From the time a pothole is re- 
pented, it should lake no more thai 
72 hours for us to send a crew out 
to fill it," he explained. 

"We have gottoi a lot moie pot- 
hole calls this year," stated Laura 
Hogue with Qies^)eake's Streets 
and Highways Department. 
"Basically all of the potholes are

A podiole is fonned by water diat 
gets trqiped undnneath die pave- 
ment When die temperatures dn^, 
die water in die pavement fiteezes 
and expands. This expansion weak- 
ens die pavement When die ke be- 
gins to melt it leaves pockets in- 
side die pavement 

The weight of vehicles then 
causes the pavement to break into 
small pieces. As pieces ue pulled 
away, a podiole is created.

"The worst podioles tyirically oc- 
cur in areas where we have high 
ground water and poor drainage," 
Rmsell explained. 

Rqiairing die podioles, is not as 
easy as simply filling the bok widi 
asphalt 

"Patching widi cold mix asphalt 
only wwks temporarily." Bailey 
said. 

"We clean die water out of a hole 
as be^ we can, dien fill it in widi 
die cold mix aqihalt knowing diat 
diis is a temporary repair. The per- 
manent repairs must wait until 
^ring, wh^ die aqihalt plants be- 
gin providing hot mix asphalt 
again." 

It can take several hours to repair 
a hole on a seccndsy road. Lanes of 
traffic need to be closed down.

Adding to the cost of repairing 
die podioles are die flagmen who 
set up signs and control die traffic, 
drivers for the dump trucks and die 
person who goes behind die trucks 
filling, rakmg and smoodiing mate- 
rials to fill die podioles. 

All of diis adds up to an esti- 
mated $34 million price tag fw die 
repair of die holes. 

VDOT crews patrol die state 
maintained roadways to try to locate 
potholes. They appreciate receiving 
calls from motorists who can tell 
diem die locaticMi of die podioles.

Proposed police operating 
budget increases 6.6 percent

The proposed opo^ting budget 
for the 1994-95 fiscal year recom- 
mends a Virginia Beach Police 
Department budget of 
$47,080,831, 6.6 percent greater 
than the current budget 

That is the equivalent of 924.7 
full-time employees or 25.8 more 
employees than the current 
complement 

But one councilmember is con- 
coned about the 439 positions re- 
quested by the department 
unfunded in the budget 

Councilmember Linwood 
Branch said at a budget woilcshop 
this week that he would rather have 
too many police offlcers than too 
few. 

He mentioned specifically the 
49 positions requested by the de- 
pmlment but not funded the $2.5 
million they would cost 

Because of the resort nature of 
the city, he said, during the sum- 
mer officers from non-resort areas 
of the city are borrowed by the 
resort precincts, which presents a 
problem in the non-resort pre- 
cincts. 

This situation can be relieved 
somewhat, he said, by using police 
assigned to schools at the beach 



during the summer. 

Councilmember Robert K. 
Dean said he would rather spend 
the $2 million set aside for the 
Southeastern Expressway right- 
of-way acquisition fOT police and 
Are public safety. He noted the 
Southeastern Expressway is en- 
dcHsed by only a handful of people 
and that the money coukl better be 
^nt on unfunded fire stations. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne said building a fire sta- 
tion is one thing, but the cost of 
operating it iaier is harder to fi- 
nance. 

Councilmember Louis R. Jones 
was interested in the effectiveness 
of a policy that would allow police 
officers and investigates to take 
their personally-assigned vehicles 
homes. 

The q)erating budget recom- 
mends a five year phase-in [mo- 
gram that would cost $6 million. 
The fust phase would cost $1.2 
million. 

Police Chief Charles L. Wall 
said no one has done a stiidy on the 
effectiveness as a crime-detoroit 
of having police cars paiked in 
nieighborhoods, but that some rela- 
tionship has been shown between 
cars pariced in neighborhoods and 
burglaries.

Interest rates have been going up 
steadily, but were still low enough 
in the municipal bond mailcet on 
March 30 to save the city $765,756 
in its bond sale last week.

Voters have power to decide fate 
of city's proposed electoral system 

Referendum will 
be on May ballot

When Virginia Beach voters cast

"We did this in conjunction with 
MADD, Project Graduation, an all- 
night party on prom night, and the 
Reach Club, a drug education 
awareness club," explained Rudy 
Vanoekel, a Salem special educa- 
tion teacher who drove the vehicle 
diid also rode along as a passcngo'. 

Vanoekel, who set up the simula- 
tor's visit to Salem, intended for it 
to tie in with the school's ring 
dance, prom and graduation festivi- 
ties. 

"It was an eerie feeling when I 
rode in it," he continued. "A police 
ofTicCT was driving, and it was scaiy 
knowing your life was in someone 
else's hands under those circum- 
stances." 

When Vanoekel drove, he didn't 
fare much better. He hit several 
cones and came close to hitting the 
mechanical "child" on the obstacle 
course. 

Larry Miller, the simulator in- 
structor who tjdces the vehicle all 
around the United States, has seen 
it all riding in the passenger seat 
with these "drunk drivers." 

"A lot of kids think they are in- 
vincibje. They think Uiey can drink 
and drive and have the strength to 
handle a car," he said. 

But he was quick to add, "Their 
reaction time is way off. We've 
even had kids freak out. Fortu- 
nately, I have an emergency switch 
and brake." 



A few students, however, felt the 
simulator wasn't the challenge they 
thought it would be. 

"It's iwetty fun," sakl Deep Creek 
student Paul Elliott, "just like an- 
other Saturday night coming back 
from a party!

Elliott said the simulator obstacle 
course, though, was tougher than 
the open road. 

"I don't think this was like driv- 
ing on a real road because they 
made the turns too tight. That's 
why everybody wiped out the 
cones. If it had been a real road, it 
would have driven OK," he said. 

Elliott's reaction wasn't one the 
simulator instructcM' was anticipat- 
ing. 

Even Miller, who has driven the 
simulator too many times to count, 
admitted he has difficulty control- 
ling the vehicle when he is "drunk." 

"I can still feel how hard it is to 
drive, especially the braking," he 
said. 

The drunk driving simulator will 
visit more than 100 schools across 
the United States diis year. 

The original simulatCH-, built in 
1988, has made more than 500 ap- 
pearances in more than ISO Ameri- 
can cities. 

It has also appeared on ABC's 
"Good Morning America," CBS's 
"48 Hours," NBC's "Today Show," 
CNN's "Science and Technology" 
and MTV's "Like We Care."

Virginia Beach City Council has 
endorsed a plan for the develqment 
of the 30th Street entertainment 
center, which would give the Kson 
area a focal point attracting visitCHs 
and local residents all year kx^.

sented for the first time Tuesday, 

The development would cover 
^iproximately 12.5 acres of city- 
owned property bounded by Laddn 
Road oi the north, 27th Street on 
the south, Arctic Avenue on the 
east and the city-owned park on the 
west 

The piop(»ed 1994-2000 Capital 
Budget includes an allocation of 
$4,855,500 for the infrastructure 
improvements. $2,685,500 in pay- 
as-you-go funds, $1 million in 
1994 road bond authority funds and 
$1,170,000 in tax incremeitt fmanc- 
ing. 

The plan is designed to (vovide 
an incentive for investment from 
quality, national -level businesses.

He made a difference 

"IwanttoUvc." 

Those were David Wayne Walker's heart-tugging wonis a 
little over two months ago in this newspaper. The 18-year-old 
fn»n Qiesapeake had been battling leukemia for four years 
and viewed a bone marrow transplant as his final hope of 
bating the disease. 

With a remarkably posi^ve attitucte, Walker entered the 
National Children's Medical Center in Washington, D.C. Feb. 
10 for the painful procedure. 

True to fonn, he never doubted that he wouki get better. 

But things didn't go so well aft«- the transplant Walker died 
April 2, never having left the hospital. But acconding to 
Mends, he was optimistic to the end. 

With a strong network of family, friends and other 
ccmcemed «:quaintances around Han^ton Roads, Walker had 
plenty of people pulling for him. Local businesses which set 
donation cannisters out for Walker's cause are even displaying 
black ribbons in his memory. 

In his short life. Walker obviously made his mark. He will 
not be fOTgotten. 

But while Walker's deadi is indeed a tragedy, there are still 
countless others fighting for their lives against cancer and 
other deadly diseases. 

There are many worthy non-profit organizations working to 
to help them through research, counseling and contributions. 
A notable one is die Angel Kiss Foundiation, a local, non- 
profit agency sta£fed by volunteers. 

It was founded by Dr. David Rosin and his wife, Barbara, 
whose grandchild died for lack of a bone mairow dxmx. 

The organization raises funds for the medical treatment of 
children with life-threatening blood diseases. It also promotes 
the National Bone Marrow Donor Program, both through 
public awareness and donor registry expansion.' Bone marrow 
transplants are the only way in some cases to increase a 
patient's chances for long-term survival. 

Because the Walker family's insurance covered only a 
portion of the cost of the medical expenses incurred by the 
transplant, the Angel Kiss Foundation pitched in to help pay.

It takes Claric about 10 hours to 
create a small bowl. 

Goald Foss said diat it doesn't 
take him as long to make a bowl, 
but die [Hocess is a tricky one.

"This is a handbasket for curying 
chkkens tt> marfat." Fowler said as 
she displayed an(Nher of her cre- 
aticHis. The unique design of die 
basket didn't allow die chick to 
stretch it's wings to fly. 

"If it cooktai't fly, it coukta't get 
away." Fowler expfaitaied. 

Fowler makes her baskets from 
reeds, wilkiw cuttings and cuttings 
from trees m die uea. 

Eileen Buton tended die fire 
while her husbiuid Doug explained 
how soap was made durteg colonial 
times. It was a tedious process. 'It 
doesn't take diat tong." Doug told 
die small group in front of him, 
but it seems like it when you are 
waiting for the water to drip 
duou^ die ashes. 

Using a mix of pota^ and lard, 
Bartim heated die mix ova an qmi 
fire. He poured the soap into a 
wooden tray, and when it was 
ne^y cooled stamped each bffi- widi 
a de^gn depicting whose maiKX' the 
soap belonged to. Francis Land 
Ifouse has its own stamped soap. 

Ron and Debby Lindgren saw a 
broom maker demonstrate his craft. 
They wwted to know more. 

"Over die period of several wedcs 
he taught us how to make brooms," 
Ron Lindgren explained. He sat 
carefully weaving a broom diat his 
wife would later sew. 

"The original brooms were 
round," he said. "The slaves are 
credited for flattening diem and 
making them easia to use." 

Dressed in period costumes, die 
Lindgrens.cqilained diat diey order 
specially-grown broom com in w- 
der to recreate die aidhendc taooms. 

Ron LindgTHi said he feels he is 
following a special tradition. A se- 
nior chief petty office in die Navy, 
he noted, "One dieory says diat re- 
tired sailors initiated the broom 
making shops. I guess diey felt in 
diose days diat if a sailor couldn't 
push a broom, he could stay on 
shore and nuke diem." 

Fred Wiggins demonstrated scrnie 
of die m(»t fii{ditening aspects of 
colonial life. "You see d^se?" he 
asked passers by. "These are de^* 
droppings. For consumption you 
woe supposed to mix them with 
turpentine and drink it" 

Wiggins is passionate idiout his 
collection of herbs, dental instru- 
ments and cokmial remedies. 

"Tobacco is still used in modem 
medicine." he sakl. "The alkaloids 
for strychnine poisoning come from 
tobacco." 

The dental instraments, which 
Wiggins insist have not undergone 
much of a change since the early 
days, include a tooth key tor ex- 
tracting le^ and an oral chisd. 

One tiling about medicine in 
those days is that nothing was 
wasted, Wiggins stmed. 

"Herbalists used berries, saps, 
barics. seeds, roots, fruit rinds, {dant 
growth said evra the stamin from 
certain flowers in dieir cures. A lot 
of our modem medicines came di- 
rectiy from diese early experi- 
ments." 

The display was best summed \sp 
by Myers. 

"My grandfadiOT always used to 
say, If you're going to go forward 
in life, you have got to lode back."

"Usually, hn set 10 wofk Fri- 
day and Saturday nights, but if I 
want to go out (Ml the stttet to- 
day I on." 

From January through 
April last year, Batdds served as 
asasiant precinct coofdinator for 
the 4th Precinct He was then 
U'ansferred to Special Opera- 
tions. 

In addition to special assign- 
ments, Batakis spends many 
hours in his patrol car and is- 
sued 700 summons last year. 

In addition, he was com- 
mended for natMng a rqiist who 
was eluding apprehension and 
hiding in a wooded uea. 

"It was Labor Day weekrad 
and I was clearing a l»d accideitt 
at Independence and Virginia 
Beach Boulevard. I was monitor- 
ing two channels on my radio 
when I heard a rape call go out 
in die 4th Precinct, which I had 
been an officer in for about 
seven years. 

"I knew they were short- 
handed for that weekend, so I re- 
sponded. A lady h^ been npcA 
at the Amoco on Holland Road. 
The guy left and went behind 
Chimney Hill Shom>ing Cents'. 

"As he y/as crossing the road 
about 1:30 in the morning, 
some female passed by in a car 
and notified the police that he 
didn't look right. He had kept 
looking over his shoulder the 
whole time. He ducked into the 
woods at the cwner of Ifolland 
and Rosemont Road," Batakis 
recalled 

The police cwdoned off the 
area, K-9 units were called in 
and the pdice helicopter hovoed 
overhead with a q;K>dighL 

In the meantime, Batakis 
dudced into the woods himself 
after the nqxst 

"I ducked down in a briar 
patch so as not to make a sil- 
houette. A couple of times, he'd 
07 to dart out across Holland 
Road and we'd send the d<^. 
But they wse getting eaten up 
by the briars." 

Eventually, the helicoptCT ran 
low on fuel and took off. 
Batakis could hear the r^ist, 
but couldn't see him. The wait- 
ing game continued. 

"Tb^ decided to pull the dogs 
out Then diis guy came over, 
and he was almost hunched over 



on top of me. I had my flash- 
light, ahined it in h is tyes and 
said, "Hey. buddy!' He to(* off 
running. I ran about ISO yards 
chasing him. When he fell, I 
fell on top of him and cuffed 
him." 

AcxonUi^ to Bs^kis, the mm 
pleaded guilty and is saving a 
IS-year sentmce. 

In another moncmible uicideitt 
after Batakis first graduated ftom 
the academy, he and his field 
training officer, Ronnie Haynes, 
broke a burglary ring after 
nabbing a man who had tdbbed 
at least 12 hemes in om night 

The mm evenUiaUy confessed 
to SOO burglaries and 100 motor 
vehicle larcenies.

"I enjoy giving my time to 
the city and acuially fuKl it re- 
laxing.

Daughter of MIA 
shares her pain, 
helps others cope

William Patrick Egan's name is 
inscribed on die taUest point of the 
North Wall on the Vietnam 
Veteran's Memorial in Washington, 
D.C. 

Kaotts Island resident Jeri 
Wismer spoke candidly about her 
fadier. U. Cmdr. William Patrick 
Egan, and die impact of his disap- 
pearance on her life. 

It was a difficult conversadon. 

Her hands shook as she lit one of 
die several Virginia Slims duit she 
smoke during dw intnview. Her de- 
teiminatu)n to go on, despite die 
eariy trauma, was evident as she 
forced heraelf to remember. 

Her message is a simple one: She 
does not want America to forget her 
fsdier, or mm like him who have 
not been accounted for. 

Jen Wismer was only 7-years-okl 
when her fadier's plane was shot 
down ovN' Vietnam. He was a pi- 
lot. 

"We lived in offkxrs' housing in 
California. There were two men and 
diey had black arm bands, I remem- 
ber diat And I remember diem 
telling my modier. My modier was 
sitting in a chair. Kfe and my sister 
were sitting on eidier side. "I re- 
member diem coming in and saying 
he was shot down and he was pre- 
sumed dead," she sakL 

There was no funeral, because 
there was no liody. As a child, 
Wismer did not understand all diat 
was hiq^wning around her. 

The next diing I remember was 
we were on a plane. We were oitt uf 
our house. We were gone," she con- 



She w(»dered if her father might 
come back and not be able to find 
die fjEunily because diey had moved. 
She and her sister would walk 
through shopping malls looking at 
men wondering if maybe one of 
Uiem was dieir fadier. 

Maybe he had lost his memory 
and couldn't remember who diey 
wot. She wrote letters to him even 
diough she has no place to send 
diem. 

Wisn^'s modier was having a 
difffeult time. Aldiough she re- 
ceived survivw benefits and her 
husband's military insurance, she 
had never planned fw a time when 
she might have to make it on her 
own. 

"I don't know how my mothCTdkl 
it." she said. "For one diing she 
was raised in a totally diffoent so- 
ciety. She was not raised with die 
women's liboadon movement Not 
diat Fm a womoi's libber, but Fm a 
very strong independent woman. 
You have to be being a Navy wife 
nowadays. 

"But back dien, my modier didn't 
even write checks. She didn't even 
know how to write a check. My dad 
took care of everything. She went 
back to school mid got her degree in 
nursing. I admire her greatly for 
diat But it was real hard.

Twcnty-fwir years ago, Wisconsin Sen. Gaylord Nels<xi 
proposed an idea many people of his generation thought was 
off Idlta- — a day especially set aside to honor MMfaer Earth. 

Who would have thought 
two decades ago Earth Day 
would evolve to the acclaimed 
status it enjoys in 1994? But 
soon afto- the Hrst recognitioD 
of Earth Day on April 22, 
1970, two momentous events 
were celebrated by environ- 
mental activists — the passage 
of tfie Gean Water Aa and die 
creatim of \ht Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

But environmental awareness is still a relatively young 
movement and requires the support of every man, wcxmn aiKl 
child on this planet If you are doing yoar part to preserve the 
Earth for future generations, good job. If you aren't, you 
should be. 

You ask, "I'm just one person. How can I make a 
difference?" Now imagine the other thousands of people in just 
this city asking that same question. Get the picture? You can 
make a difference. 

No one is saying you have to launch a one-man war to save 
this planet. But if everyone were to pitch in with their small 
part, think of tfie possibilities. 

TTie easiest way to do your part is to practice the 3 R's of 
environmentalism each and cwiy day: 

■ Reduce — This one is easy and requires the least amount 
of woiic.

■ Recycle — This requires the most effort, but your 
paybacks are spiritually and financially rewarding. 

In one day alone, for example, 1.5 million pounds of 
consumer-related aluminum is recycled by Reynolds 
Aluminum. That is the equivalent of more than 1,470 average- 
sized garbage truck loads of aluminum being diverted firam 
landfill waste. 

And don't forget to recycle your glass, plastic, newspapers 
and other paper waste. Even clothing and other household 
items like furniture and old appliances can be put to good use 
by donating them to local charities.

On Monday, April 4, die computer system operated 
by die city's data processing department went down, 
resulting in delays and inconveniences to die citizens 
it serves. In addition, it was lata- discovered diat diis 
down time resulted in a handful of citizens being sent 
delinquent real estate tax notices dwugh dieir taxes 
were not delinquent 

Apparendy, when the computers wait down, some 
payments w«c not credited property, resulting in 
delinquent notices being sent to diese citizens who 
had paid dieir taxes on time.

of my admir^on of Barbara Carraway's handling of 
this very difficult situation, which did not originate in 
her office. 

Though she and her staff were in no way responsi- 
ble for the problem, I saw her accept calls all day 
from irate citizens; I saw her endeavor to ensure each 
and every citizen who called diat dieir taxes were in- 
deed iq) to date. 

I saw her accept responsibility for errors she was 
not reqxmsibte for. 

I am not a nuijor player for die city, since I work 
part-time, but I felt I had to write to vo^e my admira- 
tion for the courage of our city treasurer, as she is al- 
ways diere for die citizens of Chesapeake and seems 
to be an elected official who really cares and is diere 
to help us, die private citizens at a time when most 
government bureaucracy doesn't seem to care.

Twenty-four years ago, Wisconsin Sen. Gaylord Nelson 
proposed an idea many people of his generation thought was 
off idlter — a day especially set aside to honor Mother Earth. 

Who would have thought 
two decades ago Earth Day 
w(Mild evolve to the acclaimed 
status it enjoys in 1994? But 
soon after the first recognition 
of Earth Day on April 22, 
1970, two momentous events 
were celebrated by environ- 
mental activists — die passage 
of the Qean Water Act and tine 
creation of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

But environmental awareness is still a relatively young 
movement and requires the support of every man, wonum and 
child on this planet. If you are doing your part to preserve the 
Earth for future generations, good job. If you aren't, you 
should be. 

You ask, "I'm just one person. How can I make a 
difTerence?" Now imagine Uie odier tiiousands of people in just 
this city asking that same question. Get the picture? You can 
make a difference. 

No one is saying you have to launch a one-man war to save 
this planet. But if everyone were to pitch in widi their small 
part, think of the possibilities. 

The easiest way to do your part is to practice the 3 R's of 
environmentalism each and eveiy day:

As May 3, Election Day, approaches, I have seen 
very little information concerning die reapportion- 
ment referendum diat will be on die ballot 

As it will be stated on die ballot, it appears to be a 
two-pan question that unfortunately cannot be voted 
up as two separate issues. I agree diat it is in die citi- 
zens' best interests to equalize the population in die 
boroughs. 

The second part, however, denies die voter die right 
to elect die majority of die members to the city coun- 
cil and, I assume, the school board. 

While die petition was being circulated for signa- 
tures to place diis issue before die voters, citizens 
were told, among odier diings, dut diis system wokl 
make elected representatives mme "accountable" to 
the constituency of each borough/district 

I have never draught diat all 1 1 council members 
were not accountable to each and every citizen. This 
new system could lead to trade-offs between council 
membn's to attain a majority vote on issues of vital 
interest to individual boroughs/districts. 



If one projects diis election system to the school 
board, a Bayside resident would vote for his/her repre- 
soitadve to be accountable for Bayside school con- 
cerns. 

However, some sOidents living in Bayside attend 
middle and high school in die Lynnhaven Borough 
and. under the new system. Bayside voters could not 
vote fcM' die Lynnhaven board member. 

I am sure diat diere are odier bmoughs with similar 
situadons. 

I intend to vote "no" to die referendum, not because 
I disagree with die equalization of population in the 
current boroughs, but because I desire to retain die 
right to vote for at least die majority of members of 
these most important decision making bodies. 

Constructive change can be advantageous, but 
change for die sake of change can be disastrous. 

I urge all voters to study diis issue carefully to de- 
termine whether or not it really is die answer to the 
dilemma in whk;h we find ourselves.

Avoid placing garden 
at tiie base of a hiii 



Oardenen don't need a la^ site, 
but they do need a good location 
when placing dieir garden. 

"Hoe are some guiddines for de- 
ciding where a new gwden should 
be placed." said Diane Relf, 
Virginia Cooperative Extension 
horticulturitt. 

■ Choose a level site that has 
looae, well-drained soil. Ideally the 
site should get eight to 10 hours of 
sun. but vegetables will still grow 
well if they get at least six hours of 
sun. 

Locate it near a good su{^ly of 
water if possible. 

■ Choose a spot near the living 
quarters, so it is convenient to wcnk 
in it for short periods of time. 

■ Avoid placing the garden in 
low spots at the base of a hill or at 
the foot of a slope bordered by a 
solid fence. Such areas are slow to 



wmn up in die qxing and frost set- 
tles in these places because of lade 
(tf air drainage. 

■ Avoid windy locations. 

■ Avoid planting nev trees and 
shrubs. They compete fw nutrients 
and water. Plan the garden plot so 
that tall crops are on the xuxth side 
of the garden. Then they won't 
shade the shoiter v^tetaUes. 

■ Group plants by length of 
growing period. Plant ^ng aops 
together so that later cro|» can be 
planted in these areas when early 
crops are harvested. 

■ Do not {riant reliued vegetables 
in exactly the same location in the 
garden more often than once in 
three years. This rotation prevents 
the buildup of insects and disease. 
Keep old plants to use as guides for 
rotating crops.

Spring chiores make 
home comfortable 



The military saying, "If it moves 
. . . salute it. If it doesn't move . . . 
pick it up. If you can't pick it up . . 
. paint it." Add to that. "If it's full 
of debris, clean it out, and if it 
looks like there are any cracks in it. 
fill them. 

"That's the start of checking on 
what home icpsm might be needed 
for spring home improvement," 
said John Kirby, Virginia 
Cooperative Extension home repair 
specialist at Virginia State 
University. 

Kirby offered a list of items to 
check on your home to help start 
spring home improvement 

■ Check rain gutters and down- 
spouts to see if they are clear of de- 
Ihis and securely anchored to the 
eave line and the house waU. If they 
are clogged remove the debris. The 
garden hose is helpful for this task, 
but it's often necessary to remove 
dehis by hand. 

■ Inspect wood, asphalt and as- 
bestos cement siding for damage 
such as cracking, splitting, warping 
or decay. Replace worn sections and 
add additional nails if needed. 

■ Check to see if paint is needed 
on the exterior of the house or on 
doors and window frames. 

■ Inspect for wind, snow or ice 
damage, such as roof shingles that 
arc loose or missing. If you cannot 
climb on the roof, use binoculars to 
inspect the surface. 

■ Check the supports, seals or 
wire anchors of roof-mounted 
equipment such as television anten- 
nas. 

■ Inspect masonry chimneys for 
cracks and missing mortar around 
bricks and blocks. A professional 



mason is often required fca these re- 
paira. 

■ Check exterior and interior 
sides of foundation walls and the 
basement floor for cracks. If you 
And any, detennine their cause and 
repair them to prevent water seep- 
age. 

Cracks can be caused when exte- 
rior water places pressure on the 

walls w floors, when soil settles 
under the foundation footing, when 
weather changes Imng on expansion 
(X contraction, or when poor quali^ 
mortar is used in the mortar joints. 
Repairs should probably be done by 
a professional. 

■ Inspect basement and crawl 
space walls and floors for signs of 
dampness or water stains. Moisture 
problems can be caused by ccMiden- 
sation in whk:h case a dehumidifer 
or vent can solve the problem. 

Moisture problems also can be 
the result of exterior water pressure 
forcing moisture through walls and 
floors. In that case, professional 
help may be needed. 

You can control the amount that 
collects around the foundation by 
{ffoper gutter and downspout con- 
struction and proper grading of the 
areas around the house so they 
slope away goitly. 

■ Check the slop of paved (M' as- 
phalt areas. If water freezing under 
them caused to buckle and settle 
unevenly and the area slopes toward 
the house, water running off these 
surfJEices can collect near the founda- 
tion and cause moisture problems.

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Solemn ceremony remembers America 's roots 



Order of Cape 
Henry honors 
settlers who 
landed here 

By MARGARET WINDLEY

Tht first pemaasBt &glish set- 
tlers came to Cape Henry April 26, 
1607 for wedili md advoilure, be- 
fore moving on to Jwnestown and 
becoming founden of this nation. 

This yew was ihe Order of Cape 
Heiffy's 74th annual ceteimttion of 
that landing with the annual pil- 
grimage to theC^ Herey Cross, a 
simple Anglican service of 
Thanksgiving and dedication in- 
cluding a wreath-laying ceranony. 

The ceranony Saturday also hon- 
ored the l»av»y and vision of the 
advoiturers at the place where those 
colonists first came ashore to hold 
religious sovices befcse trekkli^ to 
Jamestown. 

The tradition has survived 
through World War II. the 
Deinession. the Vietnam War and 



the Pnsian Gulf War. 

Featured speaker for the occasion 
was well-known local columnist 
Guy Friddell. 

"Mrs. Franz Naylor had a direct 
and compelling case," Friddell said 
(tf the progressive Norfolk woman 
who founded the Order of Cape 
Henry and started the annual pil- 
grimages to the Cape Henry Cross. 
"She was a force here in Norfolk 
and in Virginia. In fact, she was a 
force wherever she was. What inter- 
ested me was that she was so re- 
sourceful." 

An orphan who had to live with 
relatives, Friddell said, Naylor ob- 
tained an English degree from 
Gaucher College, studied at Harvard 
and taught in the public schools be- 
fore manying her husband. 

Eventually she became a success- 
ful businesswoman pioneering 
apartment ownership and "took a 
contrary delight when she was able 
to help other women in a man's 
world." 

But Naykv had a keen interest in 
history. 

"She felt that to know the future, 
we have to know the past The pro- 
logue and certainly ours, is a great 



piok^ue," Ridd^ mNed. 

Capt. John R. Cartwrigfat. deputy 
chief of staff at S ACLANT, saluted 
the tenacity of the English settlos 
of 1607, holding out de^te a high 
death toll 

He also explained that the 
colonists came during the reign of 
James I of England but named the 
colony Virginia after the marital 
status of James' predecessor, 
Elizabeth I, "the very English 
qiieen, the daughter of Henry the 
Eighth." 

"It's easy to point out the differ- 
ences between our two nations and ' 
cultures. Both of our nations have 
been melting pots," he stated. 

Cartwright compared Englmid and 
the United States, describing both 
nations as sharing a "love of free- 
dom fiom oppression and an ability 
to go about our business." 

The two nations have shared a 
destiny in the preservation of free- 
dom. Citing this shared interest, 
Cartwright described the unity of 
the two nations through World War 
I and II, the Marshall Plan, NATO 
as bulwark against Communism, 
the collapse of Communism in 
Eastern Europe and the war in the 
fonner Yugoslavia. 



There is a move afoot headed by 
Alexander P. Grice III, a fonner 
president of the Order of Cape 
Henry, to get the Park Service to 
change the name of Seashore State 
Pluk to First Landing Park in honor 
of the settlers' fu-st landing there 
387 years ago. 

"litis is KMnething that the park 
service really likes — to associate 
an event with the name of a park," 
Grice rioted. 

Memorial wreaths were placed at 
the foot of tte Memorial Cross by 
Caroline W. Gwdon, state regent of 
the Daughters of the American 
Colonists, and Elizabeth Coward, 
honoring deceased members of the 
Order of Cape Henry; Kelly 
Elizabeth Smith, representing the 
children of the American colonists; 
and. Patrick and Paul Hitchings and 
Robert Giovanelli of the Children 
of the American Revolution. 

The ceremony was officiated by 
the Rev. Stanley W. Sawyw. rectw 
of All Saints Episcopal Church in 
Viiginia Beach. 

Choirs came from Christ and 
Saint Luke's Episcc^ Church and 
All Saints Episcopal Church. 

Flowws for the wreaths were 
provided by Ftowers Iqr Wayne.

Seal 'in,' signature 'out' 



Virginia Beach's 
history takes 
precedence over 
modern logo

The city signature, which has 
quietly been making what many in 
the city believe are inroads on the 
official city seal, was virtually 
dumped by a unanimous vote 1^ 
city council Tuesday. 

The signature, a simple "Virginia 
Beach" with a blue wave substitut- 
ing for the bar in the "A" in 
"Beach" started m«e than a year 
ago with the Economic 
Development Department and its 
advertising agency. Barker 
Campbell and Farley. 

The agency figured the city 
needed a moe modon, more direct 
and more "in-tune-with-the-present" 
sign to sell itself to the outside 
wcnid. 

But the Virginia Beach people 
who had grown to love the seal 
with its lighthouse, cross and 
strawbory blossoms were ready to 
buck the trends and rally for the 
seal. 

City staff members continued to 
rq)eat that the seal was still the city 
seal and that the signature was 
something else — something that 
would be cheaper to put on sta- 
tionery with its one-color design 
(versus the full-colw design of the 
seal) — and more readily legible.

Locals could recognize the sym- 
bols without reading the small type 
used for "Virginia Beach," bitt what 
about the outsiders, considering 
outside is whne the dty goes to get 
mwe busiiKss fat the city? 

The lescdution adapted by council 
afHrmed the continued use of the 
city seal as the official seal of the 
city and authorizatioi for the use of 
the signature in limited settings. 

It further weakened the pojected 
use of the signature when the sec- 
ond resolve was removed. That one 
made some allowances for using the 
city signature. It said that the city 
signature shall be authoriased only 
in official settings when used in 
conjunction with the city seal, in 
unofficial settings, and in settings 
official or unof&ial where visual 
identificatkxi of the city seal is dif- 
ficult due to its detail 

The first resolve says die city 
OMuicil affirms die continued use of 
the city seal as the official seal of 
Vfaginia Beach.

The last sentence states diat the 
city seal shall remain the sole em- 
blem authorized as a rqireseniaticM 
(tf munidpd authority. 

The resiriution states that the city 
teal, through iu distinctive sym- 
bolism artfully di^layed, dqwts 
significant events in local history 
and gMgnphical features which 
typify and serve to identify the 
unique charactmstics at the dty. 

The resolution also states that the 
siputore has been designated for 
use on city stationery, business 
cards, publications, documents and 
other items associated with the city 
in place of the seal, and that the 
Department of Economic 
Development has stated that use of 
the signtture is necessary 10 esiab- 
lidi a national coqxme identity for 
the city. 

No mention was made of what 
costs, if any, will result from the 
resolution. 

Hie seal has graced city sta- 
tionoy since Virginia Beach's es- 
tablishment 30 years ago. 

Some caretakers (tf the city's his- 
tory woe conconed that die seal, 
even the one on the grounds at 
Mount Tnshmore, would be phased 
out entirely. 

The ctiy council agenda still car- 
ries an imprint at the seal.

Seven members of city council would then be elected only by 
their respective districts. Three members and the mayor would 
be electeid frcHn the city at-lar^. 

Whether choosing the fate of a city council, school board or 
referendum, these arc not inconsequential decisions. Although 
local elections often lack the charisma of the presidential 
election, they are important nonetheless. 

This newspaper will not be presumptuous enough to tell you 
how to cast your ballot, but does urge you to consider the 
choices judiciously and vote your own mind.

■ Saint Augustine - 2 inches: and. 

■ Zoysiagrass - 1 inch. 

It is important to set die mower at 
die ivoper cutting height If mowed 
too closdy, root growdi is slowed, 
reducing the lawn's tolerance to heat 
and drought 

For cool season grasses, such as 
fescue, it helps to select higher mow- 
ing heights during the summer 
mondis to reduce heat and water 
stress on die lawn.

Yard woik can be a pleasure ot a 
pain, but either way it takes time. 

When it comes to cutting the 
grass, the features you cho(»e in a 
lawnmower can mi^e the task eas- 
ier. 

Grass-cutting equipment breaks 
into two families: walk-behind 
lawnmowers and riding mowers at 
tractors. 

Although there are no hard-and- 
fast rules, consumers with more 
than one-half acre of yard should 
consider using a rider, balancing the 
expense of the ridn- against the time 
it would take to complete the job 
widi a walk-behind unit 

For consumers with under half an 
acre to cut, there are three basic 
types of walk-behind mowers, in- 
cluding gasoline and electric pow- 
ered rotary models and reel mow»^ 

Reel mowers have multiple 
blades, which cut the grass with a 
scissoring action, providing mani- 



cured look. Reel mowers are the 
kind used by golf courses and are 
available with or without engines. 

Most walk-behind lawnmowers 
have rotary blades, which cut the 
grass with a sideways, circular ac- 
tion. 

Electric models usually operate 
with a tworwire outdoor electric 
cord. They are useful for small 
lawns which extend up to about 
100 feet from an outdoor outlet. 

Electric mowers require mini- 
mum maintenance. They are quieter 
and generally weigh less than gas- 
engine mowers. 

Larger lawns and yards with 
many trees and shrubs require a 
gasoline-powered mower. Models 
with solid-state ignition eliminate 
tune-ups. And for additional ease of 
maintenance, look for a mower 
with a disposable, automotive-type 
air filter and an oil dipstick to accu- 
rately measure the oil level

When a septic system fails, it can 
contaminate groundwater with bac- 
teria, viruses, organic compounds 
and other materials. 

Know where the septic system is 
located. Draw a map of the system 
on graph paper. An accurate dia- 
gram showing the system's location 
helps prevent damage by letting 
you avoid driving heavy vehicles 
over it, and by being able to moni- 
tor the growth of tree roots near it 

There is no need to add anything 
to a properly working septic sys- 
tem. A well-designed system will 
have bacterial growth that repro- 
duces itself and supplies all the 
substances needed to fiinction.
